Theee denuncia­ 
tions have been so vague and unspecific as 
i to justify doubts of th at journal’s general 
intelligence of the matters it so freely 
criticises. 
Latterly it has evidently been 
preparing ths way for a Democratic clean 
sweep of prison officials, and when th at is 
accomplished nothing more will bs heard 
through its columus of the maladministra­ 
tion of prison aifiairs. 
In fact the Ex­ 
aminer has not at any time had any fault 
to find with the misrule and misgovern- 
ment of the State Prison under the Demo­ 
cratic administration of Governor Irwin. 
It pretends to ignorance of 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
worst 
features 
cf 
penal 
discipline existing to-day aro legacies of 
the administration which paid one convict 
in a single settlem ent 51,700 for woik done 
while serving a sentence to hard labor for 
crim e; which contracted for the further 
service of the same convict at $100 per 
month, including a barter for the exercise 
of Executive clemency, and allowed that 
same convict liberties wholly at variance 
with proper penal restraint and discipline. 
The Examiner has found fault with prison 
management as it has existed under lie- 
publican administration. 
It makes no spe­ 
cific allegations against the existing penal 
administration, because it is not well enough 
informed to formulate such charges, and it 
lacks the address to conceal the political mo­ 
tive which underlies the bald dogmatism of 
ita ill-informed criticisms. 
Iu all this the 
Examiner is illustrating the difference be­ 
tween a loose-tongued scold and a respon­ 
sible journalist, and emphasizing the dis­ 
tinction between a reformer and a vilifier. 
Decently the California Prison Commis­ 
sion, a benevolent association, through its 
Board of Directors, issued a report, in 
which will be found some complimentary 
references to the general administration of 
the State Prison at San Qcentin. 
The 
Commission is a voluntary benevolent asso­ 
ciation, organized in the interest of penal 
reform, and for the further worthy object 
of aiding discharged convicts to return to 
the paths of industrious and honorable 
manhood. The commendation accorded the 
management of the prison referred to by 
this charitable body was not at all to the 
purpose of the Examiner. 
That paper has 
evidently taken a contract to prepare the 
public mind for a transfer of all emolu­ 
ments arising out of prison patronage and 
prison official 
position 
to Democratic 
beneficiaries. 
The 
commendatory 
re 
markB of the benevolent Commission were 
therefore assailed, not by any intelligent, 
candid showing of facts, which would 
prove the commendations undeserved, but 
by that species of ill-bred unsupported as­ 
sertion which is forever the resort of 
stupid malignity. 
We intend by this no 
defense of the prison administration of the 
•State. 
W e have heretofore 
presented 
specifically the offenses for which it is in­ 
dictable. 
B at 
it 
is 
altogether 
too 
well 
known that with 
all 
its faults 
the existing prison management is better 
than any under Democratic rule, to en­ 
courage any hope of improvement through 
Democratic ascendancy, or to make ita fail­ 
ures the basis of successful assault upon 
Republican 
administrations. 
It is also 
only too evident that complaints against 
the prison management arc now being 
brought forward for the purpose of sup­ 
planting one political partisan management 
by another, a change which promises noth­ 
ing of good to genuine Prison Reform.

New York, New Hampshire, and especially 
in Connecticut, toan in any other States, 
though appearing in nearly all. That they 
are not always due to local causes is found 
in the fact that they break out and rage 
this year in remote localities, which have 
been heretofore each considered the very 
paradise of health, and the situation of which 
should assuro them against violent dis­ 
eases. 
A gentleman who arrived here yes­ 
terday from the cold mountain regions of 
northern Idaho and W ashington Territories 
speaks of typhoid fever being found this 
season on the mountain tops there, and at 
one settlement he was told that no less 
than fourteen cases were then in the hands 
of the local physician—and this, in a place I 
where no possible sewer giBes.tor drain 
vapors, or exhalations from decaying mat­ 
ter could be ascribed as causes, and where 
all the conditions were such as surround 
the highest slate cf health.

A leading feature of the bill provides /or a 
competitive examination of applicants for 
positions in the Departments at Washing­ 
ton and in the Cnstom-house service if the 
country. 
The number of officials in the 
Civil Service affected by its provisions will 
exceed ten thousand, and the faithful ap­ 
plication of its principles cannot fail to 
give the country a more competent and 
faithful corps of public servants.

and even if his bill fails the principles of 
Civil Service Reform will have received a 
new impetus in public favor by the search­ 
ing discussion to which they are being sub­ 
ject in the Senate. It Bhould not escape the 
attention of the Republican leaders in the 
Senate that the bill now before that body is 
distinctively a Democratic measure, and 
that a refusal to support it on their 
part will estrange “from their party that 
large and increasing class of intelligent 
people who, unambitious as to official posi­ 
tion for themselves, and fully conscious of 
the corrupting influences cf the spoils sys­ 
tem, have determined that that system 
shall be extirpated at any cost of effort 
and at all sacrifice of party affiliations. We 
do not doubt but that Senator Fendleton 
secs a party advantage in the measures 
proposed by his bill. 
In fact, he clearly 
admitted as much in his speech. He warned 
his Democratic colleagues that the success 
of their party in the national campaign of 
1884 rested upon two things, to wit, full 
response to the demands of the people in 
curbing and circumscribing the power of 
machine rule ; and second, the disarming 
of the great army of cfficials, which, like a 
well-disciplined hostile force, goes forth to 
control campaigns and carry elections. But 
Senator l’cndleten’g motives are no part of 
the real considerations underlying this 
great measure. 
The best of causea are 
often won through the worst of motives cn 
the part of those who have sought to pro­ 
mote them. 
After all, eny good must find 
its vindication on other ground than the 
motives of those who labor fer its estab­ 
lishment.

THE CONTESTED ELECTION. 


The trial of the election case of Cogían vs. 
Beard waa re.-umed in the Superior Court 
yesterday at 10 A. M. 
The attorneys for the 
respondent began their caee, tía contestants 
having rented. 
There was a discrepancy of 
one ballot between the tellers in the recount 
of Precinct H and same in Precinct 3J, there­ 
fore counsel demanded th at the ballots of 
those two precincts should be counted again. 
This was done, and resulted in a gain of one 
vote for Ccglan in Precinct 1J and one vote 
for- Beard in Irecinct 3$. 
The ballots of 
Precincts 1, 3 and -4 weie tben examined 
in 
reference to the 
handwriting of the 
name of C, M. Cogían. 
A num ber of 
ballots 
of 
Democratic, 
Peoples’ 
and 
P rohibitun tickets were selected. 
Prank 
Miller was then sworn as an expert. 
I t wes 
agreed between counsel that he' is an expert. 
Over 40 ballots from I ’recinct 1 were given to 
him. 
After examination he stated th at the 
name < f Cogían on two of tho ballots was 
w ritten by the tame hand ; th at three others 
were identical, and th at seven, which were 
all Democratic, were evidently the same. Of 
these seven tickets he alto said th at the name 
of J . Frank Clark was in tho same hand­ 
writing rs th at of Cogían, while the name of 
Grave L. Johnson was in a different hand, 
end th at of Joseph R entier in still another. 
On four Prohibition tickets he said the hand­ 
writing was alike, bat pot the same as the 
Democratic tickets. 
Af or a comparison of 
tickets takin fr. m Precincts 3?, and 1, he 
said two or three w. re in the sr.nm hand, but 
no more. 
In liis opinion the handwriting ra 
all was free and natural, and not th at of a 
disguised writing. 
The Court did m-t take a 
recssi at nooc, but corulbu.-d in session unin­ 
terruptedly until 5:10 p. m. 
A t th at hour a 
recess was taken until 7 o’clock. 
The evening session continued until 10:35 
o’clock. 
The ballots of the 24 precincts not 
heretofore counted were then 
canvassed, 
which completed the vote of the county. Tne 
changes from the official count are as follows: 
Precinct 7 (PockmanV), Cogían gains 1 ; No. 
13 (Michigan Bar), Cogían gains 1 ; No. 16 
(Folsom), Cogían loses 1; No. 19 (Florin), 
Cogían gams 1 ; No. 24 (Georgetown), Cogían 
gains 1 and Beard gains 1 ; No. 31 (Clay Sta­ 
tion), Cogían gains 1. 
A t the present status 
of toe case Ooglsn has a m ajority of 40. 
Counsel for respondent stated th at they 
wished to introduce the members of the 
Election Boards and the clerks of Precincts 
1, 3 and 4A as witnesses, after which they 
would re.Bi their caso. 
The trial will be re­ 
sumed at 10 A. 11. to-day.

CAH’f GET THE MONEY YET. 


The Odd Position In which the Board of 
State Prison Commissioners Find Them­ 
selves. 


Two items have already app-ared con­ 
cerning the State Prison Director»’ salary- 
expanses case. 
I t has taken on a new 
and interesting phase, and demande for an 
intelligent comprehension of the m atter a 
resume of all the facta. 
On Monday, the 
11 ill, the State Prison Directors, through 
their attorney, Charles B. Darwin, appsared 
before the Superior Court of this county and 
paid over to the D eputy Attorney-General, 
on bahalf of the Directors, the several sums 
they had received from tbe State under the 
A ct of 1881 for traveling and other ex­ 
pensen 
incurred 
while 
engaged in tbe 
performance if 
official 
duties, 
and for 
which the Attorney-General had brought 
suit in the name of 
tho State 
to re­ 
cover back said sums. 
The case was tried in 
the Superior Court of this county and decided 
in favor cf the Directors. 
I t waa then ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme Court, and by th at 
body remanded to the Court below, with re­ 
versal of the judgment, on the ground that 
the A ct (1881) under which they drew the 
money was unconstitutional. The action was 
th in dismissed, and the Attorney-General 
paid the several snms received, which amount­ 
ed to $11,087 89, back into tbe treasury. 
These wore paid over by the Directors as 
follows: D irector Everson, $1,774 15; D i­ 
rector Schell, $2,307 69 ; Director M cNutt, 
$749 55 ; Director Neff, $2,641 85 ; Director 
C hapm ar, $3,614 65. 
On Tuesday, the 12tb, the Directors named 
filed their claims for expenses actually in­ 
curred and mileage with tho State Board of 
Examiners, which body allowed them the 
following t mounts thereon: 
A. H. Chap­ 
man. $3,536 5 5 ; Wallace Everson, $554 ; W . 
F . M cN utt. $372; J . H. Neff, $1,953 60; G. 
W . Schell, $1,640 75. 
The A ct of 1880 for 
the government of the State Prison provided 
th at the Directors should receive no salary 
or compensation for their services, but should 
be paid for traveling and other expenses 
while engaged in the 
di-charge of duty 
twenty cents per mile for miles actually 
traveled. 
The Bame A ct (Section 18) pro­ 
vided for the auditing of the claims by the 
Directors themselves. 
Yesterday the audited claims allowed by 
the State Board of Examiners on Tuesday 
were presented t j State Controller Kentield, 
that he might draw his w arrauts on the State 
Treasury for the amounts, but the Controller 
declined so to do, and the claims remain un­ 
paid. 
His action is understood to bn based 
ou these grounds. 
Section 4, of Article X., 
of the Constitution, provides : 
" The mem­ 
bers cf the Board shall reciive no compensa­ 
tion other than reasonable traveling and other 
expenses incurred while engaged in the per­ 
formance of cffieial duties, to be audited as 
the Legislature may direct.” 
Now the Act 
under which the Directors drew the sums of

Craven, upon several occaei ms, got off the 
train when ia motion ; th a t she had been 
spoken to about if, and had been cautioned 
agriust doing go. 
T he plaintiff moved for 
a new trial, on the ground th at the admis 
sion of this testim ony, which was objacted 
to, was an error. 
Ju d g e H unt, in denying 
the motion for a new trial, held th a t proofs 
of form er and kindred acts of negligence 
are adm issible in cases of ibis character.
